Remembrances, : 
CERES in diners great Pariſhes within the Arch-deacomy 
of Lincolne, muwlrirndes of people nſually come to 

the holy Communion ; ſome of whom are perſons exc 
ted : is it thought to be very connenient , that in exery Pariſh t 
names of all ſuch perſons excommunicated , be alwayes kept in a 
written booke for that purpoſe from time to time , that ſo the M; 
wiſter (when he 1s to adminiſter that holy Sacrament ) may therthy 
beremembred of thoſe perſons excommunicatedzand /o anoid t 

eAnd becanſe that often experience hath manifefed , that the 
due reading, and obſerning of Articles ginen in charge, hawe bees 
much neglefted , and ſo conſequently offenders hane not been dete 
fed , but eſcaped mnpaniſhed , by reaſon that the ſworne C hurt 
warden, and Side-mex , hawe either not underſtood, or elſe 
remembred what they ought to hane done , whereby diner} 
inconueniences haue efiſned : It will be very needfull for t 
Charch-wardens and Side-men often to view, and Crore | 
charge expreſſed in the beginning of theſe Articles , and alſo theſ 
Articles particularly : and to preſent offenders in them ſo often a 
occaſion ſhall ſerne, leſt by omitting their duty therein they i 
phe Cenſure of oath breakers and the puniſhment of periarie in 
Ecclefiaſticall Come. |
